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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kellie never states that 
the first nip area is above glass transition temperature. However, Kellie states that the second nip is above glass transition temperature 
and he gives the temperature range for this nip to be 130C to 220C. Thus, glass transition temperature for this toner is less than or 
equal to 130C (since this nip temperature is above glass transition temperature). Kellie gives the temperature range for the second nip to 
be 100C to 150C. Therefore, Kellie teaches that the second nip temperature should about 20C less than or ABOVE glass transition 
temperature, if we take the glass transition temperature to be 130C. Applicant also argues that Kellie uses liquid toner and the instant 
invention uses dry toner. Nevertheless, Kellie teaches the claimed invention which does not include dry toner. And just for the record, the 
examiner has cited a dry toner image forming device that teaches a prefusing temperature that is above or equal to glass transition 
temperature. 
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
